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The ASF is about to draw up clear and strict rules 
governing the affairs of the national team. 


All’ coaches of PSL and 
State League clubs will be re- 
quired to give a written un- 
dertaking that they make any 
and all their players available 
to play for Australia. ® 

Certain sanctions will be in- 
troduced against those who 
refuse to sign or break their 
word. 

ASF secretary Brian Le 
Fevre said this week that the 
present “rule of thumb” — 
which was recently 
challenged by Marconi coach 
Rale Rasic in court — is most 
inadequate. 

“Of course, that’s not the 
end of that story either,” he 
said. 

“But we intend to make sure 
that in future no club and cer- 
tainly no individual coach will 
place his own interests ahead 
of the national team’s.” 

As a further safeguard, ail 
five Sydney-based PSL clubs 
will be toid to re-affiliate with 
the NSW Federation.

Sydney soccer cannot boast of too many 


colorful, 


let alone flamboyant characters 


— but Rale Rasic and Ray Richards cer- 


tainly qualify for this tag. 


Rasic, always the perfect 
“copy” for pressmen, the con- 
troversial and extroverted 
coach, often makes you feel 
that without him our soccer 
would collapse in a heap. 


His spectacular clashes with 
authority — chiefiy with the ASF 
— have produced banner 
neadiines; his views on the 
game are taken as gospel truth 
by many. 


in fact, a strong lobby wouid 
do anything to have him restored 
as national team coach and 
saviour of Australia — an idea 
which a high ASF official 
brushes off with a quiet “no 
chance” comment. 


Then you have Ray Richards, 
32, former enfant terribie of 
Brisbane soccer and for 10 years 
ihe epitome of Marconi’s rise to 
the top: a skilied, powerful and 
enterprising player with 30-odd 
internationals behind him. 


It was Richards who tamed 
Pele at the Sydney Sportsground 
and it was his measured freekick 
which ied to Jimmy Mackay’'s 
golden goai against South Korea 
in 1978, taking the Socceroos to 


* ihe World Cup finals. 


For many years, their paths 
have been crossing and zig- 
Zagging in top soccer: Richards 
succeeded Rasic as coach of 
Marconi, inen had to step down 
on his return to the ciub. 

At one siage ihey were 
partners in a budding sports 
supply business, then split up. 

Now Rasic is still coach of 
Marconi, Richards is a fading 
star of the same club — and 
there is indisputabie tension 
between them. 

Richards — like Rasic — is 
not- one to mince his words: 
articulate and outspoken, this 
week he threw some light on 


the recent siump in Marconi 
and delivered some sharp 
criticism at his former friend 
and current coach. 

Of course, the first question 
aimost everybody is asking is a 
simpie one: 

Can Marconi, early high-fiyers 
of the PSL, still win the eiusive 
titie, which coach Rale Rasic is 
so desperately seeking? 

Many observers feel that 
Marconi have run out of steam at 
the time Rasic has run into new 
troubies: his latest confrontation 
with the ASF and then physicai 
ciash with Brisbane City official 
may be symptoms of a possibie 
crisis. 

The team’s longest serving 
piayer, ex-Socceroo Ray 
Richards, doesn’t think so. 

“We wiii win the title — but on- 
iy if Marconi return to its oid, at- 
tacking styie of piay,” he says. 

“We uséd to go at teams and 
now were playing defensively, 
giving the initiative to the oppo- 
nenis. 

‘The injuries to Jones and 
Jankovics shouidn’t have had 
such a bad affect: every team 
loses key players at times.” 

Richards openly disagrees 
with many tactical Concepts of 
his coach. : 

“Early in the season we used 
fo score goals freely, now we 
struggie to get even one in. 

“We have piayers iike Prskaio, 
Vieri, Rooney and some others 
who can stamp their authority on 
a match. 

“But we have reverted back to 
the oid Rasic-type defensive 
fooibail. 

“Had we followed ail tacticai 
instructions to the iast ieiter, 
we would have probably lost a 
lot more games than we have 
done. 


RICHARDS: “WON’T STAY 


Now the friendship is over and Richards is set to leave 
the club at the end of the season. 


“When Marconi goes weil, it's 
aiways the coach's ability that 
wins the game; when we go bad, 
its aiways the piayers’ ‘ir 


responsibility. and jack of tac- 
ticai attributes that gets the 
biame. ° 

“But we have aiso used some 


poor tactical variations,” 


says. 


Take the match against 
Fitzroy, the first we iost in 1978. 


“Prskaio was suspended for 
the game and to compensate for 
his absence, Rasic made five 
positional changes in the side. 

“No wonder the rhythm of the 
side was destroyed.” 

He aiso disagrees with Rasic’s 
decision in the “Sharne-Degney 
affair”. 

“He should have handled it 
differently. Rasic used to com- 
plain . bitterly when other 
coaches didn’t make players 
available to him as national 
coach. 


“Now he did exactiy the same 
when he’s not with the nationai 
team.” 

Richards openiy admits that 
relations between himself and 
Rasic are “not rosy” and never 
nave been, for a number of 
years. 

He feeis he is not getting a fair 
deai from the coach despite his 
10 years with the ciub. 

“Eariier this year when | was 
opening my new shop in 
Brisbane, | asked for time off to 
train on my own for a while. 

“Rasic said this wasn’t possi- 
bie as he had to answer to the 
other piayers. 

“Now we have bought Peter 
Oiierton and his circumstances 
again have necessitated speciai 
treatment — and he allowed him 
to train on his own in Meibourne 
for three weeks. :

“He refused. When he got 
done 4-0 he turned around and 
toid the Press that | was out 
because | didn't train during the 
week — even though | had doc- 
iors orders not to train, until 
Wednesday. : 

“Unfortunately, our commit- 
tee tends to overlook these 
things; they accept Rasic and 
his total identity as _ pro- 
fessional coach and ad- 
minisirator in full control of 
the team.” 

Richards feeis it's possibile 
that his former partnership with 
Rasic in the now thriving sports 
store business couid have 
strained their reiationship. 

“Since Rasic got out of the 
dusiness, it has boomed: | turn 
over more than Sim. a year now 
through my three shops. 

“| doubt if my former coaching 
position with Marconi couid be a 
coniributing factor: in 1974, 
when we were overseas, it was 
Rasic who asked me to take over 
the team. 

e It was then that | introduced 
ihe young feiiows Sharne, 
Coijusso, Brogan and Mariani. 

“When | took over as coach, | 
asked for three years to con- 
solidate the team. 

“Now obviousiy Rasic wouid 
jay claim to be the man 
responsible for their success.” 


Richards considers that his 


future with Marconi 
player is almost over. 

"Vd like to finish my career 
with Marconi winning the Philips 
League. 

“Then I’ve got my heart set on 
a certain project but | cannot 
give detaiis yet. 

“But it's not with Marconi: my 
future doesn't iie with that ciub 
while Raie Rasic is there.”

Needless to say I’m bitterly disappointed with our World Cup 


performances; | never dreamt that I’d finish my career this way. How did 


it happen? 


| returned to the helm in 


~1975, despite my better judg- 


ment, first because of the iii- 
ness of Bozsik and then the 
nervous breakdown of Ede 
Moor. Since then Bozsik died 
of another heart attack and 
Moor committed suicide. This 
is a dangerous job in Hungary. 


During the 1977 elimination 
series everything went well. | 
~gathered together 16 players 
- who, in my view, couid be suc- 
cessiul at a Worid Cup. 

| stuck to them with one or two 
exceptions. For two years we 
worked hard, especiaily since 
* January, 1978. - 

However, it seems I’ve made 
some mistakes in our prepara- 
tions. The Championship ended 
at the end of April and for mid- 
May we planned two friendiy 
matches in West Germany, 


against Schaike and Eintracht 


Frankfurt. 
These were arranged by an 
oid friend of mine, former 
Hungarian Emii Oszterreicher, 
then manager of Schaike. 
Unfortunately, in Aprii there 
were big changes in Schalke: a 
former president was re-eiected 
and his first action was to sack 
Oszterreicher. 
As we had no written con- 
-tract with them, the two 
German clubs cancelled the 
games and there was no time 
to replace them. 


So we spent a brief time in 
the Adidas training camp near 
Strasbourg where we piayed a 
50-minute training match with 
Tunisia on artificial surface. 

The resuit, 2-2, was pre- 
arranged. What was not expect- 
ed was the serious injury of our 
striker Varady: he suffered a torn 
muscle and was out of the Mun- 
dial. 


So we got to London without 
proper training matches. There 
we had further bad iuck with 
another striker, Fazekas, who 
had sudden famiiy problems.

and maybe the referee (Garrido 
of Portugal} wanted to do a favor 
to Dr. Francchi, the Italian presi- 
dent of UEFA, who is infiuentiai 
in the selection of referees for ali 
internationais in Europe. 

Next day we watched our 
match against Argentina on 
TV. Now, having seen the 
whole Mundial, | must say the 
referee was harsh. 

Torocsik was the oniy player 
cautioned for throwing the bail 
away — and for fouis much 
worse than his others were not 
even booked. 

Of course, | am aware that ina 
Worid Cup the referees aiways 
heip the home side: unwittingiy 
they come under the infiuence of 


their surroundings and aiso have 


political and financiai considera- 
tions in mind. 

| am sure the referees didn't 
get any instructions to heip 
Argentina, but they stili knew 
that without Argentina the Mun- 
diai wouid have collapsed. 

So for the second, vital match, 
we had to piay without Varady, 
Nyilasi and Torocsik. This was 
the same as if the lialians had to 
piay without Bettega, Benetti and 
Rossi. ; 

At 0-0 Nagy missed an 
enormous chance; if that shot 
goes -in, perhaps everything 
turns out differently. 

Then Italy scored two goals in 
two minutes — and that sealed 
our fate. 

| must add that at no Worid 
Cup since 1958 have | been. 
ijucky with goaikeepers and here 
again both Gujdar and Meszaros 
were weil beiow their best form. 

We have had no really good 
goalie in Hungary for some 20 
years and | don’t know what can 
be done about it.
